The convict act which went into effect 
a vear ago isthen olted by the governor, 
showing that the prison commission ap- 
portioned convicts to certain counties and 
others took their share of the proceeds 
from convict hire, under an arrangement 
which to extend over a five-year 
period. 

This act was passed and became effec- 
tive prior to the adoption of the consti- 
amendment creating the eight 
new counties. In several instamces ter- 
ritory to form new counties was taken 
from ald counties which are working 
convicts. To permit the old counties to 
retain their full quota of convicts after 
losing some of their population and ter- 
ritory, the governor says, !s unfair to the 


is 


tutional 


new counties. 

Notwithstanding these facts the prison 
commission te powerless to recall the 
convicts which have been so apportioned. 
The prison commission recagnizes this iIn- 
justice, but it is purely an administra- 
tive body and is powerless to repeal the 


law or to administer it contrary to the 
express direction of the jegislature. 

The same facts, the governor says, ap- 
ply more or less to the distribution of 


and for «imilar reason the state board of 
education is seriously embarrassed in the 
matter of the distribution of the school 
fund. It is generally recognized that the 
present scheme is inequitable, but there 
is no power by which the board can cor- 
rect the wrong. 

Continuing, Governor Terrell says: 

“I therefore recommend to you that 
legislation should be had empowering the 
prison commission of Georgia to reap- 
portion the convicts in those counties 
which have been affected by recent 
legislation, wherein their former territory 
now constitutes a new county, or a parce 
of a new county, upon principles of jus- 
tice and equity, and that the state board 
of education be empowered to direct the 
taking of the census in such new terri- 
tory with the view to ascertaining what 


would be a proper apportionment of the | 


school fund amongst the counties from 
which the new countless were created, and 
as to the new counties so created. 

“These embarrassments to ihe several 
departments of this state resulted from 
conditions not anticipated by the legzisla- 
ture—for at the time of the passage of 
the act providing for the distribution of 
the hire of convicts or the apportionment 
of their labor to the counties it was not 
in the legislative mind that new counties 
were to be subsequently created. 

“At present the new counties are with- 
out representation. To the end that 
legislation may be had enabling those 
intrusted with the administration of the 
law to do justice to all, he foregoing 
suggestions are respectfully submitted.” 

The legislature will take the matter up 
and it is probable that legislation will be 
enacted at this session along the lines 
suggested by the governor.

Athens, Ga, July |'6—(Special.)—Henry 
Wood and Pattie Watkins, colored, have 
been arrested on the charge of having 
murdered Linton Williams, a young 
white farmer, on his plantation near 
Hull, Ga., on the night of February 9, 
1905. Their arrest is the cyimination of 
almost eighteen months’ ork on the 
part of City Marshal Loyd E. Brooks, of 
this city. 

At the time the body of\ young Wil 
liams was found it was believed by 
many that it was a case of suicide, and 
yet no motive could be assigned for 
such a deed. The father of the young 
man always believed his son had been 
murdered and offered a reward of $250, 
To this sum the state added $200 for 
the first party convicted and -$100 for 
each subsequent conviction. This brings 
the total to $560 if the two negroes are 
convicted.

We 
are now near what is termed the “‘laying 
by season.”” In other words, they are 
finishing up the cultivation of the plant, 
as far a® hoeing and ploughing are con- 
cerned, and when that takes place it is 
usually for the reason that all weeds 
and grass have been eradicated, and 
that the plant receives the full supply 
of nourishment from the land and the 
elements. The critical period is on, and 
thus far we consider that the plant Is 
doing very well, both as to size and 
taking on fruit; and, as stated in our 
letter of the Ist of July, the plant § is 
vigorous and can withstand the vicissi- 
tudes of rain and drought better than 
ordinarily. We have pointed out the fact 
that the season is at least 2 weeks late, 
and we think it will continue s0 unless 
forcing weather should ensue between 
now and September !Ist. At present the 
outlook is unquestionably. promising
